$1,000,600 FIRE 


Sixty Companies Battle Chi­ 
cago Warehouse Confla­ 
gration On Monday. 


Chicago,

31.—Sixty

bat a fire which

hours in a huge Southwest Side 
grain warehouse, 
Monday, doing 
damage estimated at more than 
$1,000,000. 
The seven story

Avenue C, and most of 600,000 bush­ 
els of assorted grain stored within 
its corrugated iron walls 
were 
a 
mass of ruins today. 
Thousands of bushels of assorted 
grain, all of which authorities said 
had been so scorched 
as to be 
worthless, smouldered through the 
night while fifteen fire crews re­ 
mained to guard against 
a 
new 
outbreak. 
Three of the warehouse workers, 
who were in the seventh floor pent­ 
house, were seriously injured trying 
to stop the blaze when it first broke 
out near them at I 30 p. rn. 
Explosion Kpreads Flames 
They telephoned the alarm .and 
were fighting the fire when a grain 
dust explosion sprayed a sheet of 
fire over the fourth and fifth floors 
of the warehouse. 
As the men rushed dowm, window 
panes began to melt from the ter­ 
rific heat 
and 
fire 
was leaping 
twenty feet to an adjoining flour 
mill. 
A 5-11 fire alarm, 
th e . second 
sounded here in thirty years, was 
made by Fire Marshal Corrigan. It 
brought one-third of the city’s fire 
fighters to the scene. 
Forty engine pumpers went into 
service, using every 
fire 
hydrant 
within one-half a mile of the scene.
